, 1952 ( 35 of 1952) is published , as required by sub - Section ( 1 ) of section 59 of the 
said Act , for the information of all persons likely to be affected thercby ; and 
notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration on or 
after the 1st July 1965 , 


Any objections or suggestions which may be recelved from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date aforesaid will be considered by the Central 
Government. 


Draft Rules 


1. These rules may be called the Coal Mines Pit-head Bath ( Amendment) Fules , 
1965. 


2 . In rule 11 of the Coal Mines Pit -head Bath Rules , 1959 , for the words " soap 
and mustard oll at a price not exceeding the price paid by him " . the following 
shall be substituted , namely : 


" soap and mustard oil , coconut oll or any such oll as may be specified by 

the competent authority , at a price not exceeding the price paid by 
such owner , agent or manager."

(b ) no woman , whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may , if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule .
